Macmillan dug in today for an 
all-out battle with the Labor party 
opposition and critics within his 
own Conservative partyi over Lord 
Denning's report on the Profumo 
scandal.

Denning,, Britain's second highest 
jurist, held that Macmillan and 
his ministers failed in their re- 
sponsibility ' by not discovering 
and dealing with the romance be- 
tween former War Minister John 
Profumo and prostitute Christine 
Keeler. 


The prime minister ji'ainly in- 


tended to fight back. He sched- 
uled a radio address to the nation 
tonight.

leader, was expected,to,renew his 
dbjnan^for a speciall session o/ 
Papliarrfont—now in recess — to 
discuss the report. Macmillan has 
turned", (his request down once. 


Dennling

curity, nor any truth in widely 
circulated rumors that members 
of the cabinet indulged in wild sex 
lives.

But he said Profumo's conduct 


—his admission that he had' dated 
the 19-year-old call girl and had 
addressed her as "darling" in a 
letter—was enough to create "a 
reasonable! 
belief that 
he! had 


committed adultery with such a 
woman," 


"It was the responsibility of the 


prime 
minister 
and! his 
col- 


leagues, ancl of them onlv, to deal 
with this situation," said the re- 
port, "and theyl did not succeed 
in doing so." 


The question of a betrayal of 


slate secrets arose because of 
Miss Keelcr's friendship with a 
Russian naval attache while she 
was having the affair with Pro- 
fumo. 


Profumo, 
husband 
of actress 


Valeriie Hobson, at first denied to 
Parliament there was any im- 
propriety in his relationship with 
Miss Keeler. In June, in a state- 
ment resigning from the govern- 
ment and Parliament, .he admit- 
ted he had lied. 


Subsequent revelations at the 


vice trial of Miss Keeler's spon- 
sor, (he late Dr. Stephen Ward, 
further shook the country and 
produced a national debate on the 
stale of British morality. 


In his report, however, Denning 


sairl he found no general decline 
in Brtiish morality. But he ^dded 
there was blatant evidence of sec- 
ret sex parties among an element 
of London society.

House has passed President Ken- 
nedy's $ll-billion tax cut bill by 
a 271-155 vole, handing him one 
of the biggest legislative victories 
of his administration. 


The battleground immediately 


shifts to the Senate, where admin- 
istration 
forces 
already 
have 


launched an all-out drive for pas- 
sage this year. The prospects-are 
highly dubious. 


If the Senate should approve the 


bill in its present form, ultimate 
reductions would range between 
$100 and $200 a year for most tax- 
paying families—more in the up- 
per brackets. 


The bill won the votes of 223 


Democrats and 48 Republicans in. 
the House roll call late Wednes- 
day which capped two days of de- 
bate. Opposing passage were 128 
Republicans and 29 Democrats. 


Just before passage, the Demo- 


crats turned back,, 226-199, a Re- 
publican-backed move to cancel 
the tax cut unless the President 
cut 
back 
spending 
below tho 


present rate. 


The outcome was a special tri- 


umph for Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, who led the 
fight to prevent 
defections by 


Southern Democrats on the show- 
down votes. 


The $ll-billion reduction, largest 


in history, would be shared by 
practically 
all U.S. taxpayers. 


Both indiv iduals and corporations 
would benefit. 


Kcnnedyi has called the measure 


the keystone of his econpmic pro- 
gram. He has made il clear the 
administration has 
placed 
its 


hopes on solving the gnawing un- 
employment problem through in- 
creased spending resulting from 
the tax cut.

The drive for fast Senate action 


puts the spotlight squarely on Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd,, D-Va., Finance 
Committee chairman, who oppos- 
es any tax cut without offsetting 
spending reduction?. 


Byrd announced that his com- 


mittee would begin closed - door 
briefings on the bill with con- 
gressional staff experts a week 
from today and that they! will con- 
tinue at least a week. 


This probably means that Sec- 


retary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon will not get a chance to 
lead off the public hearings until 
Oct. 
14 or 15.

WASHINGTON AP) 
-Earl 


Warren,, now 72, will be honored 
this Week in San Francisco for his 
10 years as chief justice of the 
United States. He has -been one of 
the strongest chief justices in 
American history. 


In this past decade, one of the 


court's most tremendous, he has 
been eulogized for decisions that 
Efrere social and political land- 
marks. For exactly the same de- 
cisions there have been demands 
to impeach him and calls to lynch 
him. 


The attacks are not new. The 


great Chief Justice John Marshall 
was reviled, too. Throughout his- 
tory attacks on the court have 
been in proportion to special in 
terests frustrated or public feel- 
« 


g stirred. Not all have been un- 
stified. 


:A collection of those attacks 
over more than 170 years, and 
this writer has made a collection, 
is often a bewildering sight. 


The court,, created in 1789, was 


attacked before it came Into ex- 
istence. Just the thought of Jt was 
enough to arouse some antagon- 
ism. No wonder it started off in 
sad repute. 
£'Even John Jay, the first chief 
justice, was convinced when he 
resigned from the bench in 1795 
that the court lacked weight and 
dignity. He declined reappoint- 
ment. 


Marshall,, secretary of state un- 


der President John Adams when 
he was appointed chief justice in 
1801,, was extraordinarily strong 
and articulate and1 a great con" 
iftutional lawyer. He changed 
ne history of the court and the 
country. 


He remained chief justice 34 


years. No one has served longer. 
In those years he was responsible 
for decisions under which, by as- 
serting the power of the court 
and the government, he made the 
federal system strong. 


Most memorable was the deci- 


sion in which Marshall declared 


^the court had the power to rule 
"lit any act of Congress or a leg- 


islature which the court consid- 
ered unconstitutional. 


This was not something that 


had been clearly spelled out by 
th'e framers of the Constitution. 
Marshall spelled it out and made 
it' stick. He was repeatedly at- 
tacked. President Jefferson raged 
at him. 


• _ These were the three single de- 
f cisions which, perhaps, got the 


Most' violent reaction in 
the 


court's history: 
'; 


1857—Under Chief Justice Rog- 


er B. Taney, one of the strongest 
chief justices, the court ruled in 
the ,case of a fugitive slave, Dred 
Scott, that a slave was not a cit- 
izen and not entitled to a citizen's 
protections. 


This upset the federal govern- 


ment's effort to settle the slavery 


•issue-and was a factor in bring- 


ing on the Civil War. For years 
afterwards the court played1 a sub- 
dued and eclipsed role in the na- 
tion's affairs. 


1895—The court declared the in- 


come 
fax 
unconstitutional 
al- 


though in 1881 the court had up- 
held the constitutionality of the 
temporary Civil War income tax'. 
This got an enormously bad re- 
^action. 
^ It ignored the country's need for 


revenue. It took years for the 
country to undo this decision. It 
was finally accomplished an 1913 
but only through adoption of the 
16th Amendment which author- 
ized an income tax. 


1954—The court, reversing a 


previous decision of 1896 which 
said segregating Negroes was 
constitutional 
outlawed 
public 


rf school segregation and said the 


principle of segregation was un- 
constitutional.

ord. He said, he got his informa- 
tion from estimates presented to 
the Senate Investigations Subcom- 
mittee. 


Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 


who heads that committee, said 
Fino's estimates 
were exager- 


aled and he was "just making an 
argument for a national lottery." 


McClellan said, " O b v i o u s l y , 


some figures can't be substanti- 
ated." He said! as a result of the 
subcommittee's investiga t i o n s, 
laws have been passed to crack 
down on off-track betting. 


Pari-mutuel betting is legal in 


Arkansas only at Hot Springs' 
Oaklawn Park and at a dog-racing 
track In, West Memphis. 


Fino said gambling centers in 


Little Rock and Hot Springs con- 
stitute a neat, lucrative, tax-free 
monopoly which Arkansas is &ub- 
sidizing because of its failure to 
control and regulate gambling.

Jernigan said if Fino had any in- 
formation on gambling, he should1 
pass it on to Pulaski County's en- 
forcement officers, but he didn't 
think the representative had any 
knowledge of organized gambling 
in Little Rock.

JFK Offers 
Farmers a 
New Goal

•GRAND FORKS, N.D. AP)— 
President Kennedy, stressing local 
pocketbook issues on his Western 
speaking tour, called today for a 
'.'new farm goal—parity of oppor- 
tunity" with city folk. 


Kennedy accepts an honorary

Prior to the President's depar- 


ture from Duluth, Minn.,, the 
traveling White House made pub- 
lic the text of his Grand Forks 
speech, in which Kennedy said: 
Parity1 of farm income is impor- 
tant—but beyond tnat, we are 
gradually achieving a parity be- 
tween urban and rural peoples in 
other aspects of lite." 


Kennedy said his administration 


supports programs that "comprise 
the charter of the new farm goal 
—parity of opportunity—light and 
power at costs comparable to that 
in the city—economic and indus- 
trial opportunities without leaving 
the farms 
and 
towns—housing 


equal to that in metropolitan 
areas—and adequate facilities and 
opportunities for recreation." 


At Duluth Tuesday night, Ken- 


nedy also bore down on a local 
problem—depressed conditions in 
the Minnesota, iron mining coun- 
try where, he said, "The mines 
have run out, the owners have 
left and the people remain." 


Kennedy said his administration 


favors programs to retrain jobless 
workers, put new life into de- 
pressed areas and provide anti- 
recession insurance through an 
$ll-billion tax cut. 


In his Grand Forks text, Ken- 


nedy said "true parity of oppor 
tunity" will not come overnight 
to rural areas.

The report shows that while the 


gross farm income in Arkansas 
has climbed considerably in the 
1949 - 62 period, (lie realized net 
farm income declined. The reason 
was higher production expenses. 


The report credited Arkansas 


farmers with a gross income of 
$640.8 million for 194!). This rose. 
year by year, to a total of $857.3 
million for 1902. an increase of 
nearly 33 per cent. 


But over the same period, farm 


production expenses in Arkansas 
were estimated to have risen 
from S2S0.7 million to $534.8 mil- 
lion, an increase of more than 8fi 
per cent. 


All of which Ml Arkansas farm- 


ers with a realized net income of 
$360.1 million in 1949 and $322.5 
million in 1962—a decline of more 
than 10 per cent. 


Thus while Arkansas farmers 


took in 32 per cent more money 
in 1962 than they did in 1949. they 
actually pocketed 10 per cent less. 


Over the 14-year span, of course, 


there were ups mid downs but the 
trend was clearly shown in 'he 
i eport—higher total income, high- 
er and higher production costs and 
slightly less net income. 


The department included1 in its 


computation of gross income wlint 
farmers took in from sales of 
crops and livestock, government 
payments, the value of food con- 
sumed on the farm and the gross 
rental value of farm dwellings. 


For 1949 the department figured 


that Arkansas farmers look in i 
total of $545.9 million in cas'i re- 
ceipts from farm marketings and 
$4 million in government farm 
program payments. The value of 
home consumption was put at 
$78.4 million and the rental value 
of farm dwellings was estimated 
at $18.5 milliin. 


For 1962. the report showed, 


cash receipts totaled $775.1 mil- 
lion, payments from government 
farm programs reached $16.5 mil- 
lion, the value of food consumed 
at home was $25.1 million and the 
rental value of farm dwellings was 
$40.6 million.

Less than one-half of one per 


cent of the continental United 
States qualifies for the most rigid 
definition of the term wilderness. 
Most of it is in the northern 
Rockies. 


Use 
of the 
word wilderness' 


makes it controversial. Some in- 
dustries consider it a last frontm* 
for opening up new sources of 
raw material. On Ihe other side, 
it is argued that at least a few 
areas should be conserved in their 
frontier natural stale as a recrea- 
tional heritage for future genera- 
tions. 


The rresiclent can be expected 


to make a point of wilderness val- 
ues. The administration supports 
legislation to preserve thousands 
of wilderness acres that was ap- 
proved by the Senate a year ago 
and now is awaiting House action. 


Wilderness 
preservation 
has 


been a concept since it was re- 
alized that use of the land and 
conservation of resources had to 
be compatible. The National Park 
Service and U.S. Forest Service 
were early developments of this 
thinking. 


In 1931 the first public land was 


classed as "primitive" by admin- 
istrative order.: By. 1940, some 
area's?vyhich stifl qualified werr- 
pla'ced "under tne more restrictive 
"wilderness" classification. 


The proposed wilderress law i 


controversial in the West where 
mining and lumbering are major 
industries. It would require thai 
any changes in the vast system 
come only after presidential anc 
congressional action. 


Some 14 million seres of nation 


al forest land presently are clas 
pified as wilderness, wild or prim 
itive. 


The largest and one of the 


most recently designated wilder 
ness areas, the Sehvay-Bitterroo 
of Montana and Idaho, provide 
an example of the pressures in- 
volved in preserving such an area. 


The Selway-Bitterroot is 1.2 mil- 


lion acres of roadless mountains, 
forests, lakes and streams. How- 
ever, a privately owr.ed landing 
strip was established before the 
area was redesignated from wil- 
derness to primitive status in 
1962. 


In the lengthy hearings, some 


groups contended that protecting 
the area as wilderness would for- 
ever lock up valuable mining and 
logging areas. Wilderness enthu- 
siasts argued the area's value in 
material resources was relatively 
low, that its recreational potential 
alone was of more worth than the 
multiple-use status of most na 
tional forest land.
